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AN AWFDL CALAMITY 


Fire Follows an Explosion In an 


English Hotel, 


CAUSING GREAT LOSS OF HUMAN LIFE.

The Number of the Dead Placed at 


Thirty-Two—-A 
Large Number 


Injured—-Miraculous Escapes 


and Heroic Rescues. 


LONDON, Dec. 1.—A report has Just 


reached here to the effect that there 
has been a terrible explosion at Black- 
burn, near Preston, Lancashire. Three 
stores are said to have been wrecked by 
the explosion, twenty people are re- 
ported killed and a large number of 
others are reported to be injured. 


ADDITIONAL DETAILS 


received at 8 30 p. m., from Blackburn 
say that the Crown hotel and two stores 
on Victoria street collapsed immedi- 
ately after the explosion, the cause of 
which is unknown. As tho dispatch 
referred to was sent the Crown hotel 
was in flames and from its ruins the 
most heartrending cries were issuing. 
The entire buildiug has tumbled in 
upon those unlucky enough to be in 
the building, and a most serious loss of 
life is expected. There are at least 
thirty persons buried in the ruins of 
the hotel while over a dozen are said to 
have met death m the ruins of the two 
stores 


The entire police force and fire bri- 


gade of Blackburn are at work upon 
the ruins, and every effort is being 
uiadetosave life. Almost every man, 
woman and child in and about Black- 
bum has assembled in the neighbor- 
hood of tho explosion, and it is with 
the utmost difficulty that the police can 
maintain order. The fireman are as- 
sisted in their efforts by hundreds of 
volunteers. 


It is expected that all in the ruins 


have perished. There were, however, 
a number of miraculous escapes from 
death. 


When the buildings fell, after the ex- 


plosion, a number of people were pass- 
ing, among them a woman with a child 
in her arms. 
A lot of bricks fell on 


the woman, killing her instantly, but 
the child escaped without injury. 


A buy belonging to a grocery store, 


was on his way into the Crown hotel 
with a basket of groceries when a com- 
panion jokingly stopped him and ran 
away with a box of mustard from the 
basket. This caused th,e grocery boy 
to run after the lad who was leaving 
him. 
Just as he did so there was a 


heavy, dull explosive sound, appar- 
ently from tho cellar of the hotel, and 
iu another moment the building was a 
heap of smoking ruins. Cries of hor- 
ror arose on all sides. The two stores 
also collapsed and the flames sprang 
from the hotel ruins, and shrieks of 
agony could be heard Hi if from the 
depths of a furnance. 


The firemen, in their efforts to save 


life, are said to have found an old man 
who was pinned down beneath two 
beams in the back of the hotel. It Is 
judged that others have met a similar 
fate. 


Several heroic efforts to save life 


were made by the police and firemen. 
One of the latter, In attempting to res- 
cue a child whose cries could be heard 
in the ruins of the Crown, fell into the 
flames, and was so severely burned 
that hl« life is despaired of. It was 
only with difficulty that he was rescued 
by his comrades 


LATBB. 


The number of dead is not certain, 


but it is judged that the majority of the 
bodies will be found in the ruins of the 
hotel. The police and firemen are now 
masters of the situation, and it may be 
said that all that remains to be done is 
to overhaul the ruins and pick out the 
dead. 


Many terrible scenes of distress have 


been witnessed about the ruins upon 
the part of those who have relatives 
among the missing and who fear that 
they have met death in the ruins. One 
poor woman with five children clinging 
to her skirts and a babe at her breast 
is the center of sympathy and interest 
in the crowd. She Is supposed to be 
the wife of the assistant cook of the 
Crown, and her cries and those of her 
children arc enough to make a heart of 
stone bleed, 


Five bodies have already been re- 


covered. They are burned or crushed 
almost beyond recognition. 


The cause of the explosion still seems 


to be a mystery. It Is hoped that there 
arc not so many people buried in the 
ruins of the two stores as was first sup- 
posed. The police estimate the dead at 
twenty-three. A number of injured 
are being cured for at the hospital and 
In 
neighboring buildings. A large 


corps of volunteer physicians is upon 
the spot.

Death oi the Oldeit Man In Weit Vir- 


ginia. 


QBAFTOK, W. Va., Deo. 1.—Josiah 


Carpenter, the oldest Inhabitant of 
West Virginia, died at his residence in 
Froston county, Sunday. Estimates of 
Carpenter's »fte varied, but none placed 
him under 180 years. He claimed to 
have been in Londln county, Va , in 
1738, and is therefore 159 years old. He 
claimed to remember Braddock's de- 
feat, and to have served as a teamster 
at that time. Carpenter had a son who 
died ten years nffo at the age of 80. 
Until recently his health haa been 
fairly good. He ha» one daug-hter still 
living who le over 80.

DARING TRAIN ROBBERY. 


A 'Frleoo Train Held TJp Within a Few 


Miles oi St. Louis. 


ST. Louis, Dec. 1.—Passenger train 


No. 3 of the 'Frisco railroad, doe to 
leave St. Lonls at Si'JJ o'cloclc last 
night, was twenty-five minutes late, 
and when it did get well under way it 
was hold up by robbers who secured 
from the .safe in the express car be- 
tween 
$5,000 
and 
513,000

reports three 


men boarded 
tho 
train 
at

Orchard, ;inil \vlien near Glendale, at 
9:30 
o'clock, they climbed over the 


water tank and the coal in the tender, 
and presenting a revolver at the engi- 
neer's head, made -him come to a stop. 


As a further inducement three other 


men who were in ambush at that point 
opened fire on the train, hut so far as 
could be learned the shots did not take 
effect. 


Messenger Mulreneu of tho express 


company—presumably the Adamb—was 
then ordered to open the door, and 
when ho refused, dynamite was ex- 
ploded and an entrance was effected 
It is understood that even then the ex- 
prcbsman oil'ored resistance, but he was 
overpowered, and the lohbers, afterso- 
biirin^ their booty, took to the woods 


The St. Louis police permitted the 


report of tlio robbery to escape them 
at 11 p m., but thereafter they were 
strangely .silent until a short time be- 
fore the newspapers \\ent to press, and 
then it leaked out that immediately on 
receipt of the report a special train, 
well manned by detectives, had been 
dispatched tu the scene of the robbery 
from the C'hoiiteau avenue yards, in- 
stead of from the depot—the usual 
place of departure.

dinal, archbishops, bishops and other 
dignitaries of the church were driven to 
the Lindell hotel, where the jubilee 
banquet was given in honor of Arch- 
bishop Kenrick and tho guests assem- 
bled to do him honor. 


After full attention had been given 


to the elaborate menu, Very Rev. P. P. 
Brady, vicar general, presented an ad- 
dress to the archbishop, congratulating 
him on his work and success as the 
honored head of a great diocese. 


Tho address to Cardinal Gibbons, vis- 


iting prelates and clergy, was delivered 
by Rev. Father Gollcr, rector of St. 
Peter and St. Paul's church, after 
which a mimber of toasts were drank. 
About 360 guebts, all clergymen, sat 
down to the banquet. 


A torchlight parade, composed of 


about 20,000 torchbearers, from tho 
different Catholic parishes, and headed 
by a brilliant staff of mounted men 
acting as e&cort and aids to the grand 
marshal, together with state and mu- 
nicipal officers, took place at night, and 
was witnessed by an immense concourse 
of people.

TUB ARCHBISHOP OF AIX. 


A Hostile Popular Demonstration Offset 


by Friendly Advances. 


PAIUS, Dec. 1.—Popular excitement 


continues at fever heat on the sub'ject 
of the controversy between the gov- 
ernment and the archbishop of Aix. 
In the city of Aix there is a numerous 
party opposed to the church, so far at 
least ns concern1* its connection with 
the slate, and these resolved to g-ive.^lie 
irehbisbop, on his return, a recep- 
tion that would show that his course 
had not been popular. When the train 
bearing the prelate arrived in the sta- 
tion at Aix, a multitude was assembled 
that evinced a most hostile disposition. 
Loud hisses were heard as the arch- 
bishop alighted, and the crowd made a 
rush as if about to seize him. He was 
uidely hustled, if not actually struck, 
and would have suffered more severely 
but for the police, who managed, with 
considerable force, to disperse tho un- 
friendly concourse. 


The church Catholics, however, made 


up in some degree for the unpleasant 
experiences of their archbishop by pre- 
senting him with a splendid mitre and 
crozier in token of their appreciation 
of his conduct. The archbishop ex- 
pressed himself as deeply moved by 
this evidence or regard and affection, 
and was still more deeply touched 
wh^n a number of children, beautifully 
nttircd, appeared bearing gifts and 
flowers. 
The 
church 
controversy, 


which had become largely dormant, is 
revived everywhere with more than its 
old animosity, and rages nov»here more 
bitterly than in Aix.

THE WAR IN CHINA. 


Imperial Troops Desert to the 


Enemy. 


PITIFUL WEAKNESS OF THE DYNASTY. 


Europeans m Shang-Hai Becoming Ex- 


cited--An English Merchant's Views 


On the Condition of Affairs 


in the Flowery Kingdom. 


SHANO-HAI, Dec. 1. —Farther advices 


regarding the defeat of the imperial 
troops by the Mongolian rebels, state 
that many of the former deserted to 
the rebels, being evidently in sympa- 
thy with them, and tha force, which 
waa composed of the flower of the Chi- 
nese army, meu selected from regi- 
ments for their proven courage, showed 
no spirit whatever ia the encounter. 
It is said that, according- to the peculiar 
methods prevalent at tlie Peking court, 
the young emperor is kept ignorant 
of the 
dangerous condition of af- 


fairs, 
and 
is 
entirely 
tukcn 
up 


with his recent 
marital 
arrange- 


ments. The war minister, Ole-Hupu, is 
threatened with disgrace for not hav- 
ing detected the disaffection among tho 
troops, and may lose his <head. The 
rebels are described as adhering to 
their tribal war organization and, al- 
though merciless in their treatment of 
those who offer serious resistance, and 
of foreigners under any circumstances, 
they are strictly obedient to their own 
commanders. The Europeans in Shang- 
Hai are getting more and more excited, 
tho general opinion beiitg that the 
crisis is aiore acute than that whicli 
existed when the Taepings were at the 
height of their triumph. 


A leading English merchant said to- 


day: "It would not be a serious loss, 
either for China or the world, If tho 
present dynasty should be overthrown, 
BO far as tho dynasty is concerned, for 
the recent emperors have bean utterly 
lacking in any kind of ability for rul- 
ing an empire like China, an4 the con- 
sequence has been tho growth of a 
palace, or, we would say in Europe, 
a petticoat government, attended by 
the vilest intrigues and directed by 
the worst 
influences, those which 


spring from tlie jealousy of woman. 
The Chinese themselves feel that tlieir 
government is not what it ought to be, 
and serious outbreaks are not by any 
means senseless explosions of rage and 
pnpldlty. The Mongol tribes, too, must 
have heard something of the weakness 
and degeneracy of the government, or 
they would not have undertaken their 
march to Peking. European nations 
are 
not 
without 
blame 
in 
this 


matter. It would have been far bet- 
ter for Europe to have had a strong 
central government in China, instead of 
each country struggling to see how 
much it could weaken and humiliate 
,he Chinese to its own advantage. A 
strong central Chinese government, 
when it existed, was like a secure lock 
in the Pandora box of evils, the extent 
of which can hardly bo guessed. It 
kept tins vast population p£ 400,000,000 
or so together. Let them bo turned 
oose from Manchuria to Toukin, and 
ihe prospect is fearful, even for armed 
~urope to contemplate."

troops have been summoned from tha 
outlying districts to man the capital, 
and a large body of laborers have been 
driven to work in repairing the walls, 
considerable portions of which are di- 
apldated. 
Great excitement reigns in 


?eking, and the authorities have some 
lear oi a popular rising. Tho closest 
watch is maintained for signs of in 
;ended disturbance.

OF THE OOBN SQUEEZE. 


November Touches $1.1O in New 


York and 76 Cents in Chicago. 


The wind-up of the November corn 


deal yesterday, says the Chicago Journal, 
would seem to prove the assertion that 
the Chicago end was nothing but a Bids- 
show to the big corner in New York. 
There are some who favored the belief 
that Cadahy's heavy shipments of corn to 
New York to cover hie contracts there 
was the cause of the pinch in Chicago. 
The advance in. the price to $1.10 in New 
York, agamat 75 cents in Cbicago is also 
evidence that some one was having the 
the screws turned on them in tbe former 
city rather mercilessly, and speculation 
was rife as to the fortunate and unfortu- 
nate parties. 


The receipts yesterday were 761 cars 


mostly new corn, only 135 oars inspecting 
as old No. 2, the contract grade. The 
oash grain was in splendid demand to fill 
contracts. The manipulators of tbe 'cor- 
ner' had to buy, too, in order to keep up 
the price, 72 at 71 cents being the range. 


Taken all in all it has been a very quiet 


but very strong "corner," shrewdly ma- 
nipulated by parties heretofore unsuspec- 
ted of ability to successfully carry out a 
pinching scheme, but that they were 
favored by circumstances 
every one 


acknowledges. It is not improbable that 
the courts may be called upon to adjudi- 
cate the differences of some parties to the 
deal, as it is rumored that several opera- 
tors on the wrong side have not yet made 
their peace with the bulls.
